Elba W&E board considers two projects

The Elba Water and Electric 


Board: has under consideration 
two projects which will expand 
the storage capacity of the local 
water system. 

The relatively new tank East 
of town is in, the proposed right- 
of-way for the four-laning of U. 
S;. Highway 84 and must be 
moved. Ever ineréasing water 
usage. justifies increasing the 
storage capacity in this area. The 
utility can expand (maybe dou- 
ble) the size of this tank when it 
is being replaced, just by paying 
the difference in the cost of the 
larger tank. The highway expan- 
sion funds will pay for replacing 
the existing capacity. 

South of town, ‘near. Kelley 
Foods, is another location, under 


consideration for a well and 
tank: The utility has an electric 
pump in this area to maintain 
pressure on water pumped from 
other parts of town. This pump- 
ing system is reaching capacity 
and can only work: when electric 
power is available. Kelley Foods 
is expanding and has plans’ for 
much more expansion, thus will 
need more water, as will ‘the 
additional homes being estab- 
lished in this part of town, Anew 
water well and tank, installed at 
the same elevation as existing 
tanks, could supply these grow- 
ing needs, as well as. serve as 
back-up water pumping and 


storage for other areas of town, 


in the case where one of the 
existing wells and/or tanks 1s out 
of working order or fails to keep 
up with demand.
